This grew out 
of a recent flap with a company in Pennsylvania after which General Cabell di- 
rected that all contracts, classified or unclassified, contain an ant ipubli city 
clause. We do not believe that this is desirable and have an alternate proposal 
to subikt to General Cabell. However, a more important potential risk is the 
fact that personnel from the Office of Communications, Office of Scientific In- 
telligence, and the Technical Services Staff contact and communicate with in- 
dustry without the knowledge of the Office of Logistics on many occasions so 
that the Agency is pretty well committed before the Contracting Officer ge s 
into the act. It was agreed that we would propose a new Regulation which would 
tighten up this situation and make it mandatory that no precontract negotiations 
would take place without the knowledge of the Procurement Division, Office of 
Logistics . 
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
